Secretary of State, 
ENGLISH PRESS COMMENT. 


Loxnox, December 21. 

The Times understands that a Brit- 
ish Forergn Officer has telegraphed to 
St. Petersburg for confirmation of 
news, aod further details regarding 
the Jeannette. The News in a leading 
article says: 

“If any spur were ‘needed to hasten 
the expedition to help Leigh Smith, 
it is provided in the news about the 
Jeanvette that sympathy with such 
ventures is wide spread and deep. 
It has been proved by the heartfelt 
relief, experienced at the news. The 
major part of the crew of the Jean- 
notte are alive.” 

The Post aays:: Inu every quarter 
of the globe news that the brave sail- 
ors have reached a port of refuge will 
be received with heartfelt satisfac- 
tion.” 


WHAT GENERAL „ SAYS. 


Wasuinoton, December 21. 

The news received. yesterday was 
brought from the mouth of the Lena 
river by a special messenger up the 
river to Yakausk on dog sledges; 
thence by a Cossack ceurier, traveling 
day and night with a relay Of borses 
to Irkousk, the capital of Eastern Si- 
beria, and thence by “telegraph to St. 
Petersburg. The news has been fuliy 
two .nonths, and perhaps more, get- 
ting from the mouth of the Lena to 
Irkousk, and it is more than possible 
that the next information we get will 
be that of the arrival of the ship- 
wrecked crew at Yakoustk, The Gov- 
ernor of the sea coast province at Ya- 
koustk is a man of cultivation and en- 
lightenment, and a momber of the Si- 
berian branch of the Imperial Geo- 
graphical Society. * 

The crew may have found inhabited 
stations nearer than the mouth of the 
Lena, or been picked up by a Russian 
or native fishing boat and carried else- 
where. 

They will have no serious difficulty 
in getting home from the mouth of 
the Lena. The journey up the river 
from the Arctic sea coast to Yakoutsk 
will be a hard one, on account of the 
great severity of the climate in that 
part of Siberia, but it ought not to 
occupy more than a month, or a 
month and a half, aud is not attended 
with any danger to mes of fair powers 
Jof endurance, It is, in some respects, 
an easier journey than from Nizhni 
Coityma to Yakoutsk, which is per- 
formed by scores ae 7 52 h 
every winter.

The 
survivors of the Jeannette left in 3 
boats, fifty miles from the mouth of 
the Lena, They lost sight of each 
other during a gale and dense fog, aud 
boat number 3, under command of 
Melville, reached the eastern mouth 
of the Lena on the 29th of September,

hamlet of Idvalaciros Idalatro, on 
the 29th of Oct. There also arrived 
at Balonenga, boat No. 1 with the 
sailors Wenderman and Noras. They 


brought information of Lieutenant
